The area of Montenegro, who 
opened the present campaign is offi- 
clally given as 3,255 square miles, 
considerably less than half the size of 
Wales. : 

Front 1389, when they first success- 
fully maintained théir independence 
against Turkey, the Montenegrins— 
fierce and implacable foes—have wag- 
ed almost incessant war against the 
Turks, their heriditary enemies. 

Montenegro is allied to Italy by 
marriage, Princess Helena, the third 
daughter of the reigning King, Nich- 
olas I, (he has. three sons and six 
daughiers), naving married the pre- 
sent King of Italy in 1896. 

The Sultan of Turkey's harem is 
considered a permanent State institu- 
tion. All children born in the harem, 
whether offspring of free women or of 
slaves, are logitimate and of equai lin- 
eage. 

The population of Turkey conststs 
of an extraordinary mixture of races. 
In European Turkey the Turks are 
about 2,000,000, the Greeks and Bul- 
garians 1,300, 00, and the Albanians 
1,600,000.. In Asia the Turks are 
about 7,000,000; the Kurds 1,000,000 
and the Armenians over 2,000,000; 
while the rest is made up of Syrians, 
Jews, Franks, Gipales, Tartars and 
Circassians, etc. 

In Turkey elementary. education ip 
nominally obligatory for boys from 
six to elever years of age, and for 
girla from six to ten,years of age, ed- 
ucation being free. . All schools are 
under Government control, but there 
ig no\interference with the religious 
education sof the different communt- 
tles:. 

Mioedovia, which is the centre of 
the whole trouble—for: Bulgaria, ‘Ser- 
via, Montenegro, and Greece believe 
that Turkey is so “weakened by the 
war with Italy and by internal dissen- 
sions that the moment is favorable 
to. throw off the Turkish yoke under 
which their kinsmen and fellow-Chris- 
tians In Macodonia have been chafing 
and suffering for many years—fell in- 
to the hands of the Turks in the six- 
teenth century, 

To the worth of Macedonia lie Bul- 
garia, Servia, and Montenegro, with 
Greece on the south. The population 
of the coast districts are Greeks, 
whilst in the interfor Christian Bulgar- 
fans greatly preponderate. The agl- 
tation in Macedonia for reforms in 
government, and the brutal oppression 
of the Christians in 1902—3 by Alban- 
fans, secretly supported by the Turk- 
ish authorities, led to open revolution. 
In its suppression terrible atrocities 
were perpetrated by Turkish soldiers, 
whole villages). were massacred, and 
a flerce vendetta kept up on both 
sides. And in spite of a scheme of 
partial reform drawn up by. the Pow- 
ers the state of Macedonia is still very 
bad. 

Turkey’s army would be outnumber- 
ed in the fleld against the Balkan 
States. Hor total Jand fighting force 
is 300,000. Bulgaria can place’ 235,- 
000 men in the fleld, Servia 110,000, 

Montenegro 30,000 and Greece 60,000, 


but it should be mentioned that Tur- 
key has great reserves of efficient 


men,

Perhaps you will reply 
that you haven't walked fast, and you 
have only been three miles or go. 

But wait a minute. You know that 
the earth turns once .on its own axis 
in the course of twenty four hours. 
Taking the circumference of the earth 
at roughly 24,000 miles, during your 
hour’s strolling you have covered one- 
twenty-fourth part of this distance— 
f.e., 1,000 miles. 

Again, the earth travels round the 
sum once a year. It completes a cir- 
cle of 578,000,000 miles... Divide this 
by 365, and the result by 24, and you 
will find that in the hour you have 
travelled in round ‘figures. 66,000 miles 

Still there is more. The sun and 
the surrounding planets are passing 
through space all the time at the rate 
of 18,250 miles an hour.

‘given them 13,000 acres of land. out-

They intended that each 
child should becgme a sharer in the 
profita of the farm, He would not 
be paid much per week, but the bal- 
ance of the amount he earned would 
be banked, go that when the child left 
them he would have something to com- 
mence life on.
